There was mention made in our former bookes of the af - 
faires of Aken, and for them wee are now come tothe Com.

to him, and that he would propound to his conſideration the 
waight of the whole buſineſſe, as alſo the declaration of the 
right which he hath, in hindring this endeuour of his againſt 
the Palatine Elector, and the dangerous accidents tending to 
the miſchieſe not onely of the citie of Aken, but alſo of che 
whole Empire, together with the demimution of the authori- 
tie and honour of the Emperour: and that hee wtite backe 
withall ſpeed to aduertiſe him how farre hee hath preuailed 
with him.

Which were after ward ratified at San- Manehold, to wit, that

with his kinsſolke and other Princes, may in conuenient ma- 
ner, publiſn wholſome conſtitutions, renue ancient decrees, .

the ſubiect. That the marriages vndettaken with the Spani- 2

Officers. Theſe matters thus being ordered, and allowed and 
confirmed by the King, the Prince of Condee, and otber 
Princes and Officers of the kingdome diſclaimed and re» 
nounced all confederacies vndertaken either within the: 
kingdome, or without, and promiſed neuer to enter into an 
league any more. On the other ſide, the King granted tothe: =: 
Duke of Niuerne his letters Patents, to him and his eldeſt 
ſonne of the gouernment of Champaine. ter 
heſe buſineſſes in this manner being paſſed, and all a: 
greement ſigned and ſcaled by the King himſelfe, the Queene 
Mother being Preſident, and alſo by the Prince of Condee, © 
and V entadurius, the Duke of Bullion, and other Princes, the 
Prince of Condie wrote his letters to tlie Queene Mothe 
wherein he proſeſſed that both in regard of her great good 
will before time declared vnto him, and alſo for the great fa 
uour ſhee bad done him in this preſent treaty, that hee c- 
Kauaseniedged himſelſe ſo much obliged to her, that hee could 
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on of hers: towards him: but hee did beſerch h her that ſhee © 
would waigh courteouſly and equally with her ſelſe by what 
freenes of mind hee was impelledto vndertake theſe buſineſ- 
ſes, who iſ he might haue liued without the malice of aguer: 
ſaries that lay in waite to ſurpriſe his honour and eſtate, had 
neuer pro ceeded ſo far, neither bad any tir beene made in 
the kingdome. But now all matters bei filled and quieted 
bythe grace of God, and the wiſdome * 2eene, that he 
dideamneſtly beſeech her that ſhee would ſo order and go- 
uerne all things hereafter, that no occaſion may bee offered 
to the renewing of the like Commotions; for that hee for his 
part would alwaies be moſt ready in his place to performe all 
manner of ſeruiceto the King his maſter, | 
While theſe things | paſſed in France, there appeared at 
Prage, and thorowall Bohemia a Sunne Cirele called Parelis, 
and two Sunnes ſeemed to appeare in heauen. At Nemeth in 
Hungarie, a fountaine neare to the walles of the City brake 
forth with great force into ſtreames of blood, almoſt by the 
ſpace of an haure.

with their Auditors, men, women, and children, and their : :

Beſides the calamities and manifold puniſhments, wheres 
with the Lord hath chaſtiſed theſe Countries for their ma- 
. nifold tranſgreſſions, that now it is greatly to bee ſeared, leſt 

they be deprived of the greateſt treaſure which they haue in 
this world; that is, thepuritic of the word of God, and that 
the famine which the Prophet ſpeakes of doe fall vpon theſe 


ofpublike prayers, they doe premiſe a generall admonibion 


Countries. That they all had de ſerued this puniſhment tho- 


ro cheir vnthankſulneſſe, ſecurity. & contempt of the word 
o God, yet is to be hoped, thacif turning te God wich their 


Whole hearts, they ſhall repeate and implore the goodneſſe 
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the diſmiſſion ofthe ſincere Preachers of the word of Gods - 
and the change of religion, which wil in time prove hurtful to 
them and their poſterĩtie: it may come to paſſe, that God for 
the merit and interceſſion of hisſorme, and for the glory of 
his moſt holy name, may repent him of his ptirpoſe, and may 
leaue his bleſſing amongſt them, that they may yet longer en- 
oy the great Supper of his, to which they haue been invited. 
Therfore to this end that God is to be inuocated with ardent 
prayers, and true grones, in chis manner. O eternal God, &r. 
But when this vnexpected change of Prince Wo/fangus 
Guilielmuis, bred diuers thoughts in the minds not only of the 
Courtiers and Councellors, but alſo of the commons ofthoſe 
countries, who profeſſed the Auguſtane and reformed religi- 
on: the Prince to pacifie them and to hold them within the 
compaſſe of their obedience,publiſhedan Edict, wherein he 
declared, that he had no intention to make any diſturbance u- 
mong his ſubieQs in the point of religion: that he did not on- 
ly heare by relation, but obſerued it himſelſe: that many of 
his Officers, Councellors and other Miniſters, asalſo of his 
ſubiects dwelling in cities & villages, are much troubled and 
perplexed in regard of his Chriſtian conuerſion, and publike 
confeſſion, and this his tranſition to the ancient Roman 
Church, as ifby reaſon of the euident and knowne difference 
of religions, he meant not to maintainethem in the exerciſe of 
the religion, but in the point of religion would make innoua- 
tion, and force them to embrace the confeſſion of a contrary 
religion. Therefore that no occaſion may be taken of alte. 
ration, and of change of allegeance and dutie due ynto him, 
eſpecially intheſe touchy and dangerous times. And for as 
much hee neuer intended any. ſuch thing, that hee thought 
good by theſe letters to teſtifie, that he hath reſolued er | 
to depart from the couenants and mutual obligations paſſed, 


but alſo with all his power to withſtand them, who ſhall de- 
t from the ſame, and to direct all His actions to the lory of

God,the ſafetie of bis eountrie, and to the preferuationot iu. 

ſtice, which is equally tobee adminiſtred to all, witheut any 

reſpeR of religion. And that he hopeth well, that all auch eue- 
Hare Officers, Commandersand 
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conſtantly continue in their due obedience. For they who 
ſhall doe the contrary, and fall away from their dutie and al- 
leagance, ſhall no longer enioy their commodities und priui- 
ledges,which either they received of their anceſtors, or haue 
obtained by couenant and mutuall obligation. Theſe letters? 
being publiſhed the 14. of Iune, when it was giuen out tha 
the Prince of Brandenburge went about to bring in the reſor-. 
med religion, he alſo by his Proclamation profeſſed, that eue- 
ry man ſhallenioy his religion, and that none vnder his go- 
vernment ſhall ſuffer any trouble for his conſcience fake. = 
| Now for the extinguiſhing of the vnkindneſſe growne be- 
tweene the Princes of Brandenburge and Newburg, and 
to compoſe all controuerſie in a friendly manner, there was a 
meeting appointed the 10. of Iune, at Weſel, whether the E⸗ 
lector of 8 and the vnited Eſtates ſent their Embaſſa- 
dors. Who when they perſwaded the Newburgians,that the 
ſhould within three daies diſmiſſe their ſouldiers at Duſſel-— 
dorpe, both the gariſon ſouldiers and the muſtered alſo, and 
that they ſhould forbeare to fortiſie the towne; The Neẽ w- 
burgians wondring at this their Order, anſwered, that if Gu—- 
lick were reſtored into her former eſtate, that they would be: 
readie to doe what lay in them: but rather then they would 
yeeld conſent to the diuiſion of the countrie, they would firſt 
trie all manner of extremitie, Therefore when neither part 
would yeeld from their right, that meeting was ſtuſtra- 
ted. 4 2 
The Newburgians returning home, when the Prince vn- 
derſtood the demands of the vnited Eſtates, to ſhew himſelfe - 
inclinable for his part, conceiued in writing certaine Articles, 
by which: hee ſuppoſed a compoſition might be made, and 
cauſed it to be preſented to the Eſtates : That the whole tre- 
tie at Weſel conſiſted in this, that the Vnited Eſtates did hold, 
char the army muſtered by the Duke of Newburge ſhould be 
diſmiſſed: on the contrary, in the behalfe of the Prince, it wass 
declared not onely for what reaſons that army was leuied bu: 
_ alſo how neceſſarie it was, that the army ſhould be witbb- 
_ drawnefromGulick,and that towne to be reduced to his for«' © 
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ſtruſt haue not a little growne by this, that againſt his privitie 
and eonſent, and otherwiſe then he had deſerued of them, he 
was diſpoſſeſſed of the Caſtle of Gulicke, and his garriſon 
ſouldiers put out of it, which poſſeſſion and detention hath 
been hicherto continued, vnder a pretence of a common be- 
nefic to both the Princes: whereby it is no hard matter to con- 
ceiue, what ſuſpitions are like to ariſe thereby in the Empire, 
eſpecially with the Emperour himſelfe, who is chiefe Lord of 
the Fee, and other Electors and Princes, pretending any title 
to thoſe countries, that he ſhould be ſo diſturbedm, ina poſſeſſi- 
on purchaſed with ſuch danger, charge and trauell, and the 
ſequeſtration before time ſo much miſliked by the Eflates of 
the low Countries, and with many reaſons oppugned againſt 
the Arch- duke Leepalde, ſhould there fo eaſily be allowed. 
Seeing therefore there is danger, leſt thoſe that loue not the 
Prince ſhould draw this innouation into ſuſpition, and make 
that conſtruction, that it ſhould be thought, that more reſpect 
vas giien to the Eſtates of the Vnited Prouinces, then to the 
Emperour himſelſe, (whom the Prince doth acknowledge 
the chiefe Magiſtrate, and Lord of the Fee) but alſo would oſ- 
ſend the Empei our, and prouoke him to enter into anew Pro- 
ceſſe againſt the poſſeding Princes, and ſo would draw into 
danger a poſſeſſion hitherto, procured with great trauell and 
charge, to the great preiudice of the Prince, the which not- 
vrithſtanding the Prince is loth to conceiue of the Eſtates ye 
nited,fince by many letters they have abundamly declared 
their good affection toward him, therefore that the Prince 
doubteth not, but that the Commiſſioners deputed by the E-. 
lectots and Eſtates vnited, to compound this bufineſſe, con- 
ſidering theſe reaſons, wil do their beſt endeuour, thar reſlitu- 
tion maybe made of the caftle of Gulick, and of all the appur= 
temoces thereto. For firſt of all. that the Prince oſ Newburg 
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£me)ar che firſt before any reſtitution made to bind himſelſe 
by his hand and ſeale, and ta promiſe in the word of 2 Prince, 
that he will attempt nothing againſt the Prince of Branden- 
burg either now or hereaſter, but in all points will keepe che 
conditions agreed vpon, and will be a faithful and equall kee- 
per ofthe caſtle of Gulicke, as alſo of the caſtles, tones, 
$konces,and cities of theſe countries, without any mans pre- 
judice, for the behoofe and vſe of him who ſhall be the lawful. 
ſucceſſor and poſſeſſor, that hee will deliuer them to no third 
petſon, whoſoeuer hee bee, that hee will not vſurpe no more 
power ouer them, then the Prince of Brandenburge, but will 
gouerne and moderate all matters as before in an indifferent 
courſe of friendſhip, euen vntil the controuerſie be finally de- 
cided. But to take away the difficultie which may happen, 
about the placing of an indifferent Gouernour in the caſtle, 
that the Prince of Newburge ſhall be well contented, that by 
the full conſent ofthe Princes, or of the Eſtates of the country, 
a certaine number of the Noble men of the countrie, fit for 
ſich a buſineſſe ſhould be deputed, and from that time after, 
that the Gouernours, Commanders, Lieutenants, and other 
officers, bee choſen by lot, ſuch as may yeeld to each Prince 
their due obedience, and may afterwards ſubmit themſelues 
to him, to whom the ſucceſſion ſhal be adiudged: in the meane 
time that they do their ſeruice to both the Ptinces, and to the 
whole countrie, and be maintained by them: taking diligent 
heed, that no ſorrein ſouldiers come in amongſt them, or that 
their forces be increaſed without the priuitie of the Princes a 
a law certaine alſo to be made, which ſhould be obſerued in 
admitting either of the poſſeding Electors and Princes. Ther- 
fore whatſoeuer either of the forefaid Princes ſhall recipro- 
cally promife one to the other, that the Deputies ofthe Prin- 
ves Electors, and of the Vnited Provinces, ſhould not onely 
ſubſeribe and confirme with their ſeales, but ſhould e 
to procure, that the ſame ſhall be allowed and receiued of the 
Aabiects of their Principality, the letters oſratification and al- 
eee A E to each partie mutually, within the next 
moneth after tho tranſaction and agreement concluded. Fux- 
Achat the Emperours conſent alſo, as the Lord Para- 
"Wy ; mount . 
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the Counſellors of each part bee admoniſhed, that they reſt 
ypon this tranſaQion, and attempt nothing againſt it. Be- 
ſides a Parliament to bee ſummoned, and that both the Prin- 
ces ſhould earneſtly endeuour that the Eſtates ↄf the Coun- 
ttey be bound, to the cõſeruing of this tranſactiõ in euery re- 
ſpect, and to impugne and withſtand by all means that partie 
that ſhall violate the ſame. When as therefore by this meanes 
not only the vnited Eſtates, but alſo all others may be aſſured 
that the Caſtle of Gulicke, (in the recouery whereof as they, 
ſo alſo the Kings of France and Brittany, the ynited Electors 
and Princes, yea euen the poſſeding Princes themſelues haue 
been at great charge, ) ſhall neuer come into the poſſeſſion of 
any third perſon, and the Prince of Newburge openly teſtifie, 
that during this treaty his meaning is to vſe the ſouldiers ly- 
ing at Duſſelderpe anely for the ſecurity of himſelfe and of 
the place, and ſo ſoone as the tranſaction is finiſhed will dif 
miſſe them, and enter into accord with the Prince of Bran- 
denburge, that in bimſelſe hee may receive ſome place for 
theſe maſt equall conditions, that he would beſeech and ad- 
moniſh the deputies, that thus ſundry grieuances and com- 
plaints taken away, there may be a reconciliation of the par- 
ties procured, a courſe may with all ſpeed bee taken forthe 
ſpeedy determination of the controuerſie, and that in the 
meane time all things may bee adminiftred with an indiffe- 
rent hand, according to the tenour of the former eouenants. 
But if the Commiſſioners either all or ſome of them, haue 
not warrant to condeſcend to theſe moſt equal cõditlons, but 
hall thinke it neceſſary that this treaty ſhould bee adiourned 
for two or three weekes, vntill they may conſult with their 
principals (by whom they are ſent) and des, 
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not tobe left out in this buſineſſe) that the Prince will not be 
againſt it, ſo as they vnderrake that no matter of hoſtility 
ſhall be attempted on either fide, And that he doth hope that 
the Commiſſioners will vie that care in the debating of the 
buſineſſe, that they may with the more facility. arriue to 
their intended end, that is, to the reſtitution of their ancient - 
confidence, and the conſeruation of peace and tranquillity. 

The King of Spaine when he vnderſtood what was done 
touching the Caſtle of Gulicke, moued the Archduke Al- 
bert to aſſiſt the Prince of Newburge, and to that end gaue 
order for the leuying of forces, and for money, which he ſent 
into the Low Countries. Therfore Albert calling backe the 
Captaines and other Officers, whom hee had before ſent a- 
way, and declared the Marques Spinola,Generall of the army, 
to execute vpon the Cities of Aken aud Mulheme the ſen- 
tence of proſcription, which the Emperour had made againſt 
them, who leuied divers Companies of horſe and foot, and 
prouifions of al kinds for the warre, which was carried to the 
M3ze. On the other ſide, the Eſtates of Holland laded three 
ſhips with artillerie, and drew to Schenke Skonce great for- 
ces. that is, 70. Companies of foot, and 18. troopes of horſe, 

beſides 1500. Waggons ſor carriage oftheir prouiſions. 

In the meane time the Prince of Newburge tooke diuers 
places in the Dition of Bercke, as Machem, Mandave, Eller. 
field, aud Burgh, which he alſo fortified with men and muni- 
tion, and bearing himſelſe as law full ſucceſſor, intending a- 
lone to interre the body of the dead Prince, without the pri- 
uity of the Prince of Brandenburge , who had withdrawne al

-" Theſe conditions being ſubſcribed by Spinola, and aſter to 
be confirmed by the Prince of Newburge, the City wasdeli- 
tered into Spinola his hands. 
While theſe matters paſſed in this manner, Graue Mau- 
rice, Count of Naſſau, drew out his forces to the number of 
eighteche thouſand horſe and foot, appointing his rende 
uous at Schencke Sconce, and taking to him Milli Henry 
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Frederick, and lobe Erneft, Count Chaſtilion alſo,and Sir Ho- 
mus Vere, and many other braue Commanders, marching 
with his whole armie by water and land, hee came before E- 
mericke and Waden ee ſed the towne, and put a guard in 
it.
